Group III, claim(s) 28-29, 31 , drawn to a method for selecting a highly productive clonal 
subtype of a strain of E. coli. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature is selecting a highly productive clonal subtype of a strain of E. coli. 
This element cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because the 
element is shown in the prior art. 

The claims lack unity of invention because Applicants' invention is not novel. 
Chen et al (IDS reference A, especially pages 43 and 44) teach a fed-batch 
fermentation process for E. coli that produces a total yield of 10-fold the plasmid DNA 
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as compared to manual fed-batch fermentation with the same plasmid transformed into 
the same E. coli strain. Therefore claim 1 is anticipated by Chen et al.
